All the servants’ wages are paid in some houses 
by the clerk, who gets a written receipt from each 
and every individual much after the fashion that 
rules in large business houses where chartered 
accountants attend and examine all accounts once 
a quarter.

EDPo the het writers work from notes, or straight 
fren them heads? ? asks PoE. - -—- - ---You are 
oi course referring to PW. contributors. Well, 
our “heave men, who tell vou all those instruc- 
tive things, work from reams of notes. Ther return 
from theiv searches followed by a boy with a 
wheelbarrow full of them. which is emptied into an 
unfurnished room. They then sit down on the floor 
ond pick out cach uote. The more important ones 
ave put aside, and ultimately appear in article form. 
Our tunky men dou't use notes. Sometimes one of 
then will be ia the middle of a conversation on 
some serious topic with ime. Then his face will 
waderso a horrible contortion, and ominous groans 
will proceed from inside. He will twiddle his 
faers, and mop bis brow. and then disappear. An 
hour or so later a capital joke or story will appear. 
Sue. seriously speakrag. the best known writers 
mist rely on written notes to some extent. A 
clever min amist have heaps of thoughts daily 
which would bear exprossion. and unless tic jots 
thein down. it would be iinpossible to be able to 
reproduce them aiter any length of time. 

M.T.. writes: * Pam taking ap drawing as a profession, 
and should be glad tu kuow if black and white artists 
make as much money as water-colour painters.” 
wee ee ne This is rather a broad question. Ut 
depends, of course, mustly on the ability of the artist. 
There can be ro question thai bigger prices are 
obtained for any ous particular water-colour painting 
than for a line drawi3, provided it is produced by 
the same artist. But the imporiance of making a 
speciality of black aud white work for periodicals 
cannot be overrated. Some of the artists who are 


ee a 


responsible for the illustrations in the weekly and 
monthly magazines issued from this office make any- 
thing between £4 and £40 a week out of their black 
and white drawings alone. Those who make the big 
figure are chiefly men who have been clever enough 
to realise that really good black and white drawings 
are in great dom, and have therefore studied and 
improved their work. ‘Those who are making £4 or 
£8 a week are mostly aes oung people. So far as 
comic sketches are concerned, it is a curious fact that, 
with one or two exevptions, our artists are far behind 
American artists, both in idcas of humour and in 
dvaughtsmanship. This is to be accounted for by the 
fact that many of the comic artists in England aro 
young men, who, whenever they begin to make a 
little money, abandon their sketch work for the move 
serious work of water-colour or cil painting. Tho 
American artist, being imbued with the same keen 
business inslinets of his brothers in commercial life, 
realises that more money can be made out of comic 


drawings than out of water-culuur paintings. He 
therefore works hard and improves his pictures. The 


result is that there sre a great number of men on the 
other side of the Atlantic who are making £3,000 and 
£4,000 a year by simply drawing comic pictures for 
the weekly papers. So you sce, M. L., there is plenty 
of opportunity for a good black and white artist, 
provided he sticks to his work and has natural 
ability. 

Wutte ona the subject of artists, I would like to ask a 
question myself. Why cannot a black and white 
artist reproduce a locomotive cngine with any degree 
of correctness? In the course of my experience I have 
seen hundreds of sketches contaming drawings of 
trains, and in noi one single instance have the engine 
or the earriag:s been corrcetly depicted. 

A. R.M. writes from Aniwerp to say that it might 
interest British school teachers to know that the 
schools in that country are open all day Saturday, 
and that the enly hali-holiday enjoyed by both 
masters and pupils is on Thursday afternoon. “J am 
sure,” concludss my lady eagrespondent, © that 
British teachers will sympathise with their Belgian 
friends, althougit the latter seem to find the break in 
the middle of the week very pleasani.” 

I po not know why, W. H. B., you should write 
“reluctantly? to me regarding wy remarks on 

music teaching. You give admirable opinions on 
the subject, which no doubt have some truth in 
them, and I am very glad to hear them. They 
scarcely affect. my own view of the subject, how- 
ever, as stated in my reply to Q. It is curious that 
when people rush into arguments on music they 
seem to think that this subject is the one of all 
others about which there can be no two opinions, 
and that anybody differing from them is an igno- 
ramus or a duffer. It isn’t so, W. H. B., for music 
is as fair game for general discussion as politics, 
philosophy, or literature, and the “man in tho 
strect ” to whom vou refer should have a great deal 
more to say on the matter than he has. — 

‘Wurcu is the best laid-out of the world's capitals?” 
asks V. B.~--—— —— About the best planned city 
is the American capital, Washington. It is de- 
scribed as a “wheel laid on a gridiron.” That is 
to say, the streets generally run in squares, like 
those of most Aincrican cities, while they are inter- 
sected by aventcs running slintwise from a centre.
